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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  year 
1  964* 


The  Birth  Rate  is  lower  than  last  year  but  still  remains  higher 
than  the  National  Rate. 

The  Death  Rate  shows  a  satisfactory  drop  and  is  now  over  one  point 
lower  than  the  National  Rate.  Of  the  total  of  121  deaths,  canGer  heart 
and  allied  diseases  and  pneumonia  accounted  for  86. 

Infant  deaths  remain  the  same  as  the  previous  year  but  due  to  the 
fewer  births  the  mortality  Rate  is  higher©  Of  the  six  deaths  in  this 
group  five  were  under  the  age  of  one  week. 

I  regret  that  this  is  my  last  Annual  Report  to  you  as  I  retire 
very  shortly©  I  should  like  to  thank  your  Public  Health  Committee  for 
their  courteous  treatment  of  myself  and  my  deputy,  Dr©  Laslitt,  at  all 
times.  I  should  also  like  to  thank  your  officers  and  their  staffs 
for  the  helpful  co-operation  I  have  received  from  them  since  I  joined 
your  staff.

1  •  Laboratory  Services 

The  bacteriological  work  of  the  District  has  been  carried 
out  during  the  year  by  the  Laboratory,  Stoke  Mandeville 
Hospital,  Aylesbury. 

2m  Ambulance  Services 

These  services  are  administered  by  the  County  Council  and 
are  now  radio  controlled  throughout  the  county.  The  northern 
part  of  the  District  is  served  by  the  Bletchley  Station  and  the 
southern  part  by  the  Aylesbury  Station. 

3#  Child  Welfare  Clinics 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  Winslow  twice  monthly  at 
the  British  Legion  Hall,  at  Stewkley  once  monthly  at  the 
Village  Hall,  and  at  Newton  Longville  once  monthly.  In 
addition  the  Mobile  Welfare  unit  pays  monthly  visits  to  Great 
Horwood,  Little  Horwood,  Mursley,  Drayton  Parslow,  Swanbourne, 
Nash  and  Whaddon. 

These  Clinics  are  attended  by  Nurses,  Health  Visitors  and  a 
Doctor,  and  in  addition  to  routine  inspections,  immunizations 
against  Diptheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis  and  Tetanus 
were  carried  out.  The  total  number  of  attendences  by  children 
was  181  Jo 

A  word  of  thanks  must  be  given  to  those  ladies  of  the 
Voluntary  Committees  who  give  so  much  of  their  spare  time 
in  helping  to  organise  these  clinics. 

km  Home  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting 

The  District  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  carried  out  their 
excellent  and  noble  work  as  in  previous  years. 

5«  Home  Hein  Services 

This  service  introduced  under  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  has  proved  of  great  assistance  to  the  community, particularly 
the  old  and  infirm.  The  County  Council  have  appointed  a  full 
time  Organiser  and  two  Assistant  Organisers  to  cover  the  North 
of  the  County.  During  the  year  46  cases  were  assisted. 

6.  Hospitals 

During  the  year  the  Aylesbury  group  of  Hospitals  have 
provided  accommodation  for  surgical,  medical  and  infectious 
disease  cases.  -4-

exception  of  the  heavily  overloaded  works  at  Newton  Longville. 
The  position  here  becomes  more  serious  month  by  month  with  the 
increasing  rate  of  expansion  in  the  village. 

Schemes 


Little  progress  made  during  the  year  in  the  preparation  of 
schemes  for  Newton  Longville  and  Nash.  It  was  agreed  to  sewer 
Whaddon  in  a  combined  scheme  with  Nash.  A  report  was  presented 
and  accepted  by  the  Council  for  the  sewering  of  East  Claydon 
with  the  effluent  being  brought  to  Winslow  works  for  treatment. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  l 

The  fortnightly  collection  service  was  improved  during  the  year 
when  the  kerbside  collection  was  discontinued  and  all  parishes 
received  a  full  collection  service.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year 
the  Council  agreed  to  carry  this  a  stage  further  in  the  following 
year  by  the  introduction  of  a  weekly  service.
